In all 
civilized countries tho regulation or 
expression of tho liquor traffic has to 
a greater or loss extent ocenpied tho 
attention of statesmen and philan thro- 
pists. It is, howovor. in a new country 
liko BrltiBh Columbia, with its lurgo 
aboriginal population, that this subject 
beootnes especially important ; and wo 
have often been surprised -at tho loose- 
nesB with wiuob lieenBOS havo beeu is* 
B ued. K somo districts tho magistrates 
appear to not upon the principle that 
the more spirit HoenBOs they ibsuu 
the better will It bo Tor tho revenue. Is 
it possible that wo have men occupying 
responsible positions so little versed in 
political economy a* to run away with 
the idea that tho more dram shops tho 
moro revenue? Yet in som u of the 
outlying distriots especially tbo theory 
would appear to be that the K roator the 
number of dram shops the .fttger. tho 
revenue. We need only sot off against 
tbis theory tuut long established by tho 
most ub'o jurists and political economists, 
via that dram-drinking is one of tba 
most prolific causes of crime and 
misery. Lest wo should he accused ol 
delivering a temperance lecture, lot us 
turn at once to what may bo regarded 
as tbo most important branch of the 
aubject. it has beon the habit of Ma- 
gistrates iu certu'u districts to grant 
Bpirit licensed for liouyeB or 'ahanties so 
located as to justify tbo conclusion that 
tbo chief, if not tbe sole, objoot was to 
supply tbo Indians. In theee remarks 
wo havo the District of iin naimo es- 
pecially in view, where, within a fow 
miles of'the town, mote than one estab- 
lishment of tho kind alluded to exists. 
It is not many weeks since one of the 
moBt cruel and unprovoked murdors ever 
recorded in the colony startled the peo- 
ple of JSanaimo. In the dead ol night 
n quiet and most inoffensive settler was 
induoed to step out into his garden only 
to bo wantonly murdered, presumably 
by two lnOians who, without the slight- 
est grudgo Bgainst him, imbrued ibeir 
hands in his blood, simply because th«y 
were primed with liquor ebtaiued from 
one- ol those improperly lisLnscd drain-sboiJB 
to which we buve relerred. The feeliug veiy 
natorolly produced in tho neighborhood 
where this raurd«r wai porpalrated is oue 
of tbo mosL painful imecatiiy amougft the 
eottler*. H appears that the Ii'diaDa at pre- 
sent awaiting trial lor the murder of poor 
Hamilton a-Bert that tbsy have been freely | 
supplied with spirits from the earn* estate] 
lishmeDt wbeLae they helped themselves on | 
tbe fatal eight ; and it is 6C»r«toly to be won- 
dered at that the settlers should feel that 
their lives ore in coDiinual jeopardy from 
that cause. There is reason to think that 
tho people of Nsoaimo will very shortly 
adopt eQHCtive measures for puliiDR an end 
to the present condition ol thitga Tbe step 
will have betm takon none too soon.

European Mail Summary. 

By the Nowborn we havo dates to 
tho 22ud October.

..Editor Britihii Colonist, — Sir, — There 
are a groat maay of your reailors In this city 
who will congratulate you iu making thu at- 
tempt in your wiso editorial this morning 
to draw tbe attention of the people, from 
what is nothing more nor less than a myth 
Qitving its origin in disappointed ambition 
and its eflcot, in crt-'ting a moat uselesn 
excitement calculated cot only to do. us no 
preside good but oo the contrary gto»i 
Qarm, by arraying against as, tao envy, 
Hatred and determined opposition of oui fel- 
low colontBls on tha Mainland. For one 
whose interests ere oentered in this plno», I 
Uiva always regarded ihe agitation upon 
the terminus as really the most ubsarj, uu; 
wise sad inapt ever initiated in our midst — 
Absurd — because no amoout of political 
chicanery eould make the lerrainaB anywhere 
oiaa than at Ksqutmalt if at all practicable 
ind not, most uuprejudicisl to the euccei:- 
of this groat scheme of a transcontinental 
railway — unwise, beoause tho terms which 
nave been proposed to uS are as a whole 
neat acceptable and have already bad tb

nesj ot mature thought, aA him to take ac- 
tion upou this huiried prayer ot the peopie I 
And in a.iy event, 1 v.ery much doubt ihe 
wisdom of Governor Musgrave if in hii 
Kindness of heart ho were to acoede tu 
the appeal ef ths petitioaers and run the 
risk of sucaritsg to the people of this Colony a 
transcontinental waggon ruad (as c.t lirat advo- 
catud by tho parental agitator «f this tertniuns 
(luestlon) instead of lbs completion within ten 
years sf thu greatest and most important rail* 
road in Ikaliritu/i Dominion. I now vQiuo to that 
part of the pettliou racommeuding ttio con- 
Itraotion of n railroad to Nanaimo, and thu 
loads mo to the subject of your editorial — the 
Dry Dock — because if this be completed, in my 
own opinion, it secures at onco thti construc- 
tion ot thu propossd branch railroad. Seven 
or eight yoars ago you advocated this railway.

of tortuous passages, diilicult navigation, and 
often Shipwreck, before thoy eau arrive at 
their coal haven. Lot tho Dominion Govern^ 
meut iecuro to uj thu certain construction of a 
dry dook, along with what th»y lmv» alroudy 
promised us, and it will not be long before an 
iron baud will link us to Naiiaimo. Under 
these aircumstancus, capitalists on this Island 
will b« found who would be willing to under- 
take ths building of such a sh irt luu of road, 
And if net here there aro many elsuivhoro whu 
would ho glad ot sach an opportunity for in- 
VdHmont. I agre» with you, howyvei , that the 
guaranty for a dry dock is altogether loo in- 
adequate and simply (without Imperial ansist- 
ancej amouats to nothing. I know it is bo- 
lioved by many that with what the Canadian 
Government proposes the Local Oouernmcnt 
could t/ivesujjiciciit additional guarantee to insur* 
its completion ; but this proposition is involv- 
ad in ^considerable doubt, which should at 
least bs dispelled, ero wo utter the final word 
which forever aficr makos ns an integral por, 
tie u of the Dominion. Again, it is bolievsd 
as * roKBon for this clauss agreeing only to u 
guaranteo for teu years alter completion, that 
whatbor tbe terininuB be here or not, Victoria 
would be the seaport of tho Colony aud after 
the completion of the Railroad— Ma years— 



the dock would be self supporting, nay, moie — 
a splendid investment. But the Terms do not 
by uuy menus iusure, moaulime,its commence- 
ment, aud like you, I have bad by this mail 
tbo very best authority for the statement that 
no company oan bo found in England to 
undertake the building of a dock with a ten- 
year guarantee, and tbat not less than thirty 
years should be stipulated. Our Delegates 
should have demanded this, or eiplniued to 
tbe Canadian Covernmout that tho propositon 
as it stood would not at all carry out tho ob- 
ject to be attained, and for all prac'.loal purpo. 
sos might aB well be expunged. Continue to 
agitato this matter, llr Editor, nnd if you will 
not mako use of those classical vet .most uuj 
bnrginnblo words 1 siue qua non ' I trust that 
not only you but everybody else from Cariboo 
to Comox will bag our roprosentatiroi not to 
havo tho clauso erased, but nsk ao a mnttor of 
right and lairuofls that tho Canadian Govern- 
ment should mako it tangible and of practical 
use by giving a competent and sufTiciontgunr* 
autee. The terminus will come to us in time. 
Tho dock is a necessity to our proaont end t 
future wants,and is highly praotioable anl how 
better could tha Dommionnl t/overnment 
evince its sincerity iu promising to use their 
influence wiih tbe Imperial Government for 
the continuance of tho Naval Depot hero, 
than by assuring ths construction of a first 
class Dry Dock. If there is to be a petition at

for loar ot produ ing a (ro«h fall of ma- 
s inery. I iraiied lor a day in moria 
anxiety, As boon as I o uld realize 
my position liopa ro urned. I mide a 
heap ot the rubbish ull around nio, and 
eliu<iug to a beam of iho coning^ 1 
raised myself out of this cellar which 
had ao nearly been my grave, Onco 
out ot ii, I ngiuu guvo away.

It is nlmoit 
iuipo?3i!ile to estimate thu relief to Buffering 
and tho laving of lilo effected by llis agent 
alouo.'

Iu its opening ad- 
dreow, after reviewiug the sad bidtoiy of the 
past two yeais, it pledges itsolf lo do all in 
its power tu support the new Government, 
to securo law nnd order, to consolidate tbe 
institutions of tho country and to develop tlio 
resources of tbe Prorince. The duto is the 
15th of October from which we glean the

The Earliest Kiiowd Fossil. 

Tbs eldest type of organic lifo yet known to 
the geologist ia tho Uosooii Canndense. Tho 
Bkolotons of this rhizopod seem to hove greatly 
eitonded tliemBclveB over tlio eurfaco ol sub- 
marine rocks, their base Euddenly reaching a 
diameter of twelve inches, and their ihickneis 
being usually from lour to eix inches. Theie 
masses exhibit more or lo;a regular alternation 
of caloareous and oilieious layers. Or Carpenx 
ter dotormiued, by the microscope, tho minute 
Btruc: .a of this organism, which, ho Bays, in 
its living stnto might be like ed to an exton« 
uive range of buildingi, made up of successive 
tiers or chambers, tbe chambors of each tier 
«euori»lly communicating very freoly withoach 
other. Tho walla of these ouambors aro every- 
where formed of a vitreous, pellucid shell «ub- 
stance, minutely perforated with little parallel 
tubes, which are penetrated by siliceous infil- 
tration that when the calcareous shell has been 
removed by aoid, the internal cast of their 
c . ities remains in the form of very delicate 
needles, parallel to each other, on tbe solid 
mold ot tho cavity of tho chambor, over which 
they form a very delicate lajer. Tbe {discov- 
ery of the Eoioon ig of tho highest " impor- 
tance, occurring as it does ia strata tbat were 
formed at a period inconceivably anteoedent 
to tbe presupposed introduction of life upon 
tbe globe, and displacing the argument dorivod 
from the supposition that at the d»wn of life a 
multitude of beings of high organization wero 
simultaneously developed [in the Siluriaa and 
Cambrian strata.]
